(1934550E and 1934551E) with new wood poles. The new poles will be set by truck via overland travel. The new 
holes will be dug by a machine auger four feet west of the old pole locations. Standard excavation depths range 
between 6 and 10 feet with a diameter of 2 to 3 feet. A caisson will be installed for structure on pole 1934551E. 
The area of soil disturbance (i.e. excavation, side casting and backfill) will be limited to approximately 10 feet 
around the pole, as well as a general 25-foot temporary work area around the pole for the staging and operation of 
construction vehicles and equipment.
